THAT SAME DAY we took 
a catamaran ride out past 
Diamond Head. The big sail 
swung back and forth caus¬ 
ing the boat to rock from 
side to side.

The 
whole Nuuanu Valley is cov¬ 
ered with a green velvet car¬ 
pet of thick tropical growth. 
It rains every day on the 
Pall, so plants grow easily. 
Pall means cliff, and that’s 
exactly what it is. 

The next day we went to 
a luau, a Hawaiian feast. 
They served pig, poi,coconut, 
chicken, long rice, sweet, m- 
tatoes, salmon, and frulLThe 
pig is wrapped In ti leaves 
and roasted in an Imu, an 
underground oven, on hot 
stones.Poi Is made by pound¬ 
ing the roots of the taro 
plant into paste. The fruit 
was mainly mangoes, bana¬ 
nas, pineapple, and papaya, 
all island fruits. 

IN THE AFTERNOON, we 
drove to Punchbowl, an ex¬ 
tinct volcanic crater in tho 
middle of Honolulu.lt is now 
used as a National Cemetery 
for the war dead of the Pa¬ 
cific. 

Later we visited the Aqu¬ 
arium. We saw brightly col¬ 
ored tropical fish. 

ON OTHER DAYS we visi¬ 
ted such places as: 

1: lolani Palace—The only 
palace In the United States.

New Street Lighting 
System Is Favored 

City Council, at next Tuesday’s meeting, will likely 
adopt a 1960-61 fiscal year budget of $829,923, with the tax 
rate remaining at $1.5320 per $100 valuation. 

This good news for Sierra' Madre taxpayers emanated 
from an adjourned meeting Tuesday night at which the 
budget was discussed with City Administrator Lawrence C. 
Bevington. 

Based on a valuation of $15,118,530 set by the county 
as against $15,200,000 for the 1959-60 fiscal year, this offset 
by a reduction of 1V» per cent In tax collecton losses, it 
would have been possible to reduce the tax rate by 114 
cents. However, a later inclusion of two cents to be de¬ 
posited In a fund leading to creation of a retirement sys¬ 
tem for city employes, restored the rate to $1,5320. 

In addition to these Items Council approved the 
following: 

1_A pay raise of from 214 to 7 per cent for some 45 
city employes. This includes members of the Police 
Department. 

2—Steps which should lead to installation of an im¬ 
proved lighting system for business and residential sec¬ 
tions, the former including Sierra Madre Blvd. and Baldwin. 

3—Approved $20,000 for construction of a new and 
badly needed fire .station in the Canyon. 

4— Alloted $10,000 for air-conditioning and possible 
better heating facilities for the Public Library. Also com¬ 
pletion of the Children’s Room in the library. 

5— Arranged a $21,026 Parks and Recreation depart¬ 
ment budget, with $15,914 of this to be returned through 
swim pool and concessionaire collections at Sierra Vjsta 
Fark, -■ 

6— Ordered purchase of 175 young trees some as re¬ 
placements and others to augment the Parkway Tree Plan 
for the city. 

7— ^There were Indications that the question of a new 
City Hall will be shelved for the present at least. Present 
viewpoint of many councilmen is that now is not the 
time to saddle the city with this additional expense.

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Unhealthy, Unsightly 

The rubbish and garbage collection in Sierra Madre 
leaves much to be desired and the attention to it of our 
city authorities would not be remiss. 

Especially true Is the haphazard and careless mode of 
collecting and hauling away of rubbish by the contractor’s 
employes. Papers and other rubbish are spilled on willy- 
nilly the street and left there without being picked up. 
This is particularly the case in the downtown business 
district. 

It’s unhealthy and unsightly, and something should 
be done about It. 

A Campaign Means More 
Than ‘Coffee And Cookies’ 

“How come Democrats have such a good time during 
their campaign while the Republicans sit around, drink 
coffee and eat cookies?” 

This remark was made the other day, not by a Demo¬ 
crat, but by a Republican, to a widely-known Sierra Madre 
Republican leader who passed it on to us. 

There are germs of thought in this statement, not of a 
facetious nature, but of serious moment is a year of mo¬ 
mentous decision and In which the Republican Party must 
once again truly become "The Party of the People” if it is 
to win November’s Presidential election, and particularly 
if it is to regain political supremacy in California. 

As Richard M. Nixon, the party’s Presidential standard 
bearer, says, “the Republican Party must throw in great 
campaign strength if the Democrats are to be beaten in 
November,” and it may be added that it is going to take 
something more than coffee and cakes to insure victory. 
Once again we repeat that there “are more John Does 
than Percy Plutes” in our nation and that the “Does” 
invariably vote. 

★ ★ ★ 

MB. NIXON is already discovering that eight years 
have brought many changes in the Republican Party, 
changes which culminated in the Chicago Convention and 
which have virtually wrought the rebirth of the party. 

There are those in the party—the arch-Conservatives of 
olden vintage—who contend that Eisenhower Republicanism 
has never rubbed off on those who found their allegiance 
in Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 

This is not so and indication of the change which has 
come about is seen in the way former Senator John W. 
Bricker of Ohio stepped forward to push the candidacy of 
Henry Cabot Lodge for vice president. This came in a 
close-door session with Mr. Nixon. Later, Senator Bricker 
seconded Mr. Lodge. 

Following Senator Taft’s passing. Senator Bricker was 
often referred to as “Mr. Republican,” this meaning “Mr. 
Conservative Republican.” 

★ ★ ★ 

ASSUREDLY there is still a strong right wing in the 
party, but at Chicago many observers saw in the struggle 
over the platform a last-ditch battle by old-line Republicans. 
The Platform Committee went a long way toward Progres¬ 
sive Conservatism as requested by Mr. Nixon and Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of New York. 

The conservative leaders in the party are fading away 
and today the party, under Mr. Nixon’s undisputed leader¬ 
ship, has new ideas, vigorous, modern principles—it has 
fire and dynamism. Without detaching himself from the 
Elsenhower Administration, Mr. Nixon has gone beyond it, 
wisely so. Now Candidate Nixon had ewo arrows in his 
bow—that of the achieved past and that of the hopeful 
future. 

Campaigning thusly he can win. But not on a "coffee 
and cookie” alignment. 

And he cannot win in California unless the old re¬ 
actionary element is relegated to the sidelines as they 
should have been long ago, and not until a new and vigorous 
state chairman succeeds the long-dormant George W. Milias 
Jr. It is to be hoped that Pasadenan John Klehbiel fills the 
bill. Only such a state chairman of energy, political acu¬ 
men and statesmanship can insure the return of this state 
to the Republican ranks. In this he must not forget that he 
has the younger element of the party as his spearhead. 

Tell Young Japan Our Story 

The key to a better understanding of the Japanese, es¬ 
pecially the younger generation, can be the man In the 
street, according to Frank H. Bartholomew, president and 
general manager of United Press International, speaking 
at a recent San Francisco meeting and following his return 
from another trip to the Far East. 

There is much of merit in the remarks of this widely 
world-traveled news service executive when he says that 
"this understanding of the average man in Japan is essen¬ 
tial if the present momentary advantageous position ol the 
West is to be maintained.” 

Mr. Bartholomew was on solid territory in touching on 
the young people of Japan, for he is cognizant of the ground 
swell of young people in many parts of the world, evinced 
forcibly by control of our own recent political conventions 
bythe younger elements, both in platforms and candidates. 

★ ★ ★ 

"WHERE we have failed signally,” he remarks, “is in 
reaching the young people of Japan, as the Communists 
have done; and to an almost equal degree in understand¬ 
ing the real thinking of the conservative element which, 
fortunately, is ptlU in control. 

"American statesmanship accomplished an admirable 
result in negotiations with the government of Japan, and 
failed almost completely In presenting the same story to 
the people of Japan. 


Vacation Transformation 
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Behind The 
Scenes In 
Business 

By Reynolds Knight 

NEW YORK— Western Eu¬ 
rope’s rapid industrial ex¬ 
pansion is helping to pave 
the way for near-record ex¬ 
port sales of $9.6 billion by 
American industries and 
farms during the first half 
[ of 1960. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment reports the flow of 
goods abroad was 21.3 per 
cent larger than in the same 
period last year, and the 
experts were caught short in 
their predictions and some 
'sj economists have raised their 
forecasts for the year from 
^ .$18.1 billion to $18.8 billion 
in view of increases thus far. 

Other factors cited for the 
gains, in addition to Western 
Europe’s burgeoning growth. 
Included the sales of U.S.- 
made jets to foreign airlines, 
and heavier sales of raw cot¬ 
ton resulting from a cut in 
U.S. subsidized export prices. 

Official export figures for 
the first five months of 1960, 
compared with 1959, show 
these upward trends: 

Raw cotton, cotton textiles

SAVING THAT SURFACE— 

Household and industrial 
consumers who spend, it’s 
estimated, $100 million a 
year on floor waxes “are 
well rewarded for their ef¬ 
forts and can easily justify 
their expenditures,” accord¬ 
ing to a recent report to the 
Chemical Specialties Manu¬ 
facturers Association. 

Traffic tests of 11 different 
kinds of waxed and unwax¬ 
ed floor coverings were 
made under CSMA sponsor¬ 
ship by Foster D. Snell, Inc., 
a New York City firm of con¬ 
sulting chemists - engineers. 
A number of vinyl tile cover¬ 
ings and vinyl printed sheet 
goods were included with 
asphalt and rubber tiles, as 
well as linoleum, in the 
tests. 

One conclusion in the 
Snell report was that a reg¬ 
ularly waxed floor covering 
can be expected to show 
from three to 16 times as 
much gloss as the same sur¬ 
face left unwaxed. 

The report said further 
that the comparison tests 
showed the following bene¬ 
fits from waxing for all the 
floor coverings tested; “En¬ 
hancement of beauty” 
through an increase in ini¬ 
tial gloss; better maintained 
appearance during use; 
“dramatic superiority” in 
brightness and resistance to 
soiling; marked protection 
against surface scratching 
and dulling, particularly in 
the case of smooth-surfaced 
rubber tiles and homogen¬ 
ous vinyl, and better restor¬ 
ation of appearance after 
use.

THINGS TO COME —Sten¬ 
ographers may take heart 
from a new strip of special¬ 
ly treated paper that makes 
it possible to correct typing 
errors without using an era¬ 
ser.

RECORD INCOME—A rec¬ 
ord-breaking rise in personal 
income of the nation’s citi¬ 
zens was recorded in June, 
despite declining steel pay¬ 
rolls and strikes in the air¬ 
craft industry. Personal in¬ 
come in June ran at an an¬ 
nual rate of $405.8 billion, a 
gain of $1.1 billion over May. 

Income for the first six 
months of this year was at 
an annual rate of $400JJ bil¬ 
lion, or 5 per cent obove the 
like period in the first half 
of 1960. 

At the same time, net in¬ 
come of farmers in the first 
half of 1960 was at an aver¬ 
age annual rate of approx¬ 
imately $11.3 billion, nine 
per cent below the first half 
of 1959 . If maintained 
throughout the year, this 
would be the lowest net farm 

income since 1942.

THE MAN WHO MIGHT 

have been president—judg¬ 
ing from the mall I have re¬ 
ceived since the Los Angel¬ 
es convention, Estes Kefau¬ 
ver of Tennessee ranks next 
to Adlai Stevenson as the 
Democrat with the most de¬ 
voted personal following. 

Considering that Kefauver 
has been out of the Presi¬ 
dential headlines for three 
years, the loyalty of his fol¬ 
lowers ranks as something 
of a political phenomenon. 
The general nature of the 
comments from my letter 
writers has followed two 
lines: first, a troubled feel¬ 
ing about Stevenson’s fu¬ 
ture; .second, a rash of in¬ 
quiries as to why Kefauver 
was bypassed by his fellow 
Democrats. 

One writer asked, “Why 
couldn’t Estes Kefauver run 
for the Senate and for Presi¬ 
dent, too, as Lyndon John¬ 
son was doing in Texas?” 
The answer, I suppose, is 
that Kefauver has never had 
as much control over the 
Tennessee Democratic orga¬ 
nization as Johnson and Sam 
Rayburn have had in their 
state. 

Aside from the personali¬ 
ties involved, the Kefauver 
story, it seems to me, is 
worth examining because of 
what is portends for this 
year’s Presidential election. 

THE OBVIOUS observations 
have already been made in 
the daily press, namely.that 
in some sections of the South 
there is not as much die¬ 
hard resistance to civil rights 
as the Eastlands and the 
Talmadges would have us 
believe. 

Yet Kefauver’s spectacu¬ 


lar victory over an ardent 
segregationist actually tells 
even more than that. For 
one thing it shows the pub¬ 
lic is able to recognize that 
appeals to bigotry some¬ 
times are a cover for other 
things. In that case.Sen.Ken¬ 
nedy may take comfort In 
the thought that his Catholi¬ 
cism is not likely to prove as 
much of a handicap in Ten¬ 
nessee, at least,as A1 Smith’s 
did in 1928. 

But there Is another aspect 
to the Kefauver story which 
Kennedy and Richard M. 
Nixon both might well pon- ' 
der. Kefauver stands for 
sometliing;rightly or wrong¬ 
ly there are many voters 
who still have doubts about 
the two Presidential hope¬ 
fuls. 

* * • 

HOW TO REMAIN POPU¬ 
LAR— If I were writing a 
book this year called “Pro¬ 
files in Courage,” I would 
be inclined to devote the 
opening chapter to this tall, 
rangy, slow-speaking Ten¬ 
nesseean who started his po¬ 
litical career with a battle 
against the entrenched ma¬ 
chine of Boss Crump. 

With his reelection assur¬ 
ed, Kefauver seems to be on 
his way to enjoying the pop¬ 
ularity of men like George 
Norris, Bob La Follette and 
others in the great Liberal 
independent tradition. Un¬ 
like Stevenson he is also a 
prophet with honor in his 
own community. 

How has he managed to 
maintain such a strong grip 
on the public’s affections? 
The answer is to be found in 
his record. It has been one 
of dogged resistance against 
al sorts of pressure, intimi¬ 


dation, threats and intlce- 
ments. 

He came to Washington 
believing in certain Liberal 
principles. He was deter¬ 
mined to do something 
about them.He has remained 
faithful to them. 

• • • 

SO FAR as the nation was 
concerned, his career began 
with the 1951 Senate Crime 
hearings. That inquiry not 
only proved that racketeers 
were Infiltrating the big city 
political machines. It de¬ 
monstrated that lawmakers 
who are dependent on ra¬ 
cketeers for their campaign 
contributions eventually end 
up opposing progressive so¬ 
cial legislation, if it suits the 
rackets boss’ purposes. 

Then came the battles with 
the trusts, the oil cartel, the 
dation, threats and entice- 
and finally the recent fight 
with the big pharmaceutical 
interest over the high cost of 
drugs. 

Yet none of his many val¬ 
iant acts compared with Ke¬ 
fauver’s decision this year, 
only a few weeks before his 
tough primary test, to vote 
for the 1960 Civil Rights 
bill. The "civil rights” label, 
when pinned on a candidate 
by a virulent segregationist 
opponent, could have 
meant political disaster. 

Kefauver took a chance. 
“The balloting,” he said af¬ 
terwards in his familiar 
drawl, “proves that a South¬ 
erner can vote for civil 
rights bills and still get 
elected.” 

It also proves that Ameri¬ 
cans, no matter what their 
prejudices, like a man with 
the courage of his convict¬ 
ions.

Will and Skill of the People

The Republican Party’s ba¬ 
sic belief is that perpetua¬ 
tion of government rests in 
the will and skill of the 
people. This Republican ap¬ 
proach of placing the faith 
in the people, however, does 
not supersede our concern 
for the welfare of the citi¬ 
zenry.

Specifically, the human 
needs plank of the Repub¬ 
lican platform is nailed to¬ 
gether with a firmness of 
purpose and, importantly, a 
sensible foundation of prac¬ 
ticality. 

The plank says, “Govern¬ 
ment’s primary role is to 
help provide the environ¬ 
ment within which the indi¬ 
vidual vcan seek his own 
goals. “It is the individual 
who must be allowed to pur- 
supe a life of dignity and to 
develop his own capacities 
to his maximum potential. 

* • * 

THE REPUBLICAN Party 
recognizes the changing 
times. “New needs are con¬ 
stantly arising,” says the 
platform. And “we” propose 


practical methods to meet 
those needs. “We” strive to 
act “decisively, compassion¬ 
ately, and with deep under¬ 
standing in approaching 
such problems as those of 
the aged, the infirm, the 
mentally ill, and the needy.” 

Federal leadership is 
pledged to encourage poli¬ 
cies that will make retire¬ 
ment at a fixed age volun¬ 
tary, not compulsory. We 
have taken aim, too, at de¬ 
velopment of a health pro¬ 
gram that will provide the 
aged needing it, on a sound 
fiscal basis and through a 
contributory program, protec¬ 
tion against burdensome 
costs of health care.

La Canada 
Gets Part of 
Forest Land 

The La Canada School Dis¬ 
trict moved in first the past 
week to gain the initial seg¬ 
ment of territory in the Mt. 
Wilson area, taxation on 
which amounts to about 
$^9,000 and in which the 
Sierra Madre School District 
has an interest. 

The La Canada District, 
nine square miles in size, 
received the first portion of 
forest land which would, if 
all of it is granted, ultimate¬ 


ly boost that district to 143 
square miles. 

Transfer of Angeles Forest 
land now In the Pasadena 
School District, to La Cana¬ 
da has been approved by the 
Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors. Action on the 
middle portion of the Ange¬ 
les Forest is expected by No¬ 
vember. The year-’round An¬ 
geles Crest Highway puts La 
Canada in closest touch with 
this sparsely inhabited area 
now containing some 20 chil¬ 
dren of school age. Most of 
these attend La Canada 
Schools. 

THE PART annexed last 
week contains 23 square 
miles, has an asseessd valu¬ 


ation of $8,920, with 13 regis¬ 
tered voters. 

Should ^Sierra Madre, at 
the Oct. 18 special election, 
vote not to annex to the 
Pasadena School District, 
part of the Mt. Wilson Dis¬ 
trict would prove beneficial 
to Sierra Madre. 

Should Sierra Madre vote 
to annex to the Pasadena 
District, retention of at least 
a part of the Mt. Wilson 
area could prove of benefit 
tax-wise to Pasadena. 

Sierra Madre School Supt. 
Robert E. Walker says that 
the position of the Board of 
School Trustees is that there 
should be no decision of La 
Canada’s claims until after
